“The King has had a rather dis­ 
tu rbed day, with short Interv als of 
sleep, and is therefore somewhat 
fatigu ed.” 
It was also annou nced that al­ 
thou gh no forenoon bu lletin was 
giv en ou t last Su nday, the regu lar 
morning and ev ening bu lletins will 
he Issu ed tomorrow. 
Thorou ghly conv ersant with the 
cu stomary reticence 
displayed 
in 
messages from the palace, the pu b­ 
lic was inclined to take a more 
pessimistic v iew of the sov ereigns 
illness than was Indicated by the 
gu arded langu age employed in to­ 
day’s official annou ncement. 
The exact extent of the pleu risy 
and infection of the lu ng of King 
George and his temperatu re are 
alike u nknown to the pu blic. 
His 
temperatu re reading has not been 
giv en ou t by his physicians since 
Monday night when the bu lletin 
said that it had increased to 101.6 
degrees. 
It was lower the next 
morning, and again yesterday a 
drop was mentioned. 
On Thu rsday it was annou nced 
that the infectiv e process was be­ 
ing held in check, bu t the bu lletins 
yesterday warned the pu blic that 
the time of possible exacerbation 
of the infection had not yet passed. 
Tonight, for the first time, the 
physicians said that the royal pat­ 
ient was “fatigu ed.” 
He has been 
in bed almost two weeks and his 
illness is now abou t at Its crisis. 
Throu ghou t the v ast empifh to­ 
morrow. the su bjects of the king will 
offer u p prayers for his recov ery. 
These will be not alone in the 
chu rches and chapels of many de­ 
nominations of the Christian re­ 
ligion bu t In the places of worship 
of many other creeds followed In 
the domains ov er which the afflict­ 
ed ru ler Is sov ereign.

Rescued from the mob in Jeru­ 
salem, Paul

sen t for safe­ 
keepin g to Caesarea, seven ty miles 
n orthward , wiiere, a few d ays later 
he was con fron ted by his accusers 
in the court of the Roman govern or 
Felix. 
The 
in d ictmen t 
they 
brought 
again st Paul con tain ed three coun ts, 
viz., (1) that he w^as “a pestilen t 
fellow, an d a mover of in surrection s 
throughout the w^orld .” (2) that he 
was “a rin glead er of the sect of the 
Nazaren es,” an d (3) that he had 
‘‘profan ed the temple.” 
Paul Befo re Felix . 
After Paul had en tered a d en ial 
of all the charges again st him an d 
challen ged his accusers to prove 
their case by the testimon y of wit­ 
n esses as the law required , he used 
the opportun ity to preach the gospel 
to Felix, tellin g him of his faith, 
an d of his assuran ce of a resurrec­ 
tion of the just an d un just, “an d 
as he reason ed 
or 
righteousn ess, 
temperan ce an d jud gmen t to come, 
Felix trembled , an d an swered : 
Go 
thy way for this time; when I 
have a con ven ien t season I will call 
for thee.” 
Felix kn ew of Paul’s 
ability to collect 
large 
sums of 
mon ey for 
poor relief, an d 
he 
thought he might secure a bribe for 
Paul’s release, an d for this reason 
I^ul was left to lan guish in prison 
for two years un til Felix was recall­ 
ed to Rome an d d isplaced by Fes- 
tus. 
Immed iately 
upon 
Festus' 
en ­ 
tran ce in to office Paul’s old en e­ 
mies sought to open his case an d 
have their lon g sought chan ge of 
ven ue which would brin g him to 
trial In Jerusalem, an d when It be­ 
gan to appear to Paul that their pe­ 
tition would be gran ted , he claim­ 
ed his right as a Roman citizen 
an d appealed his case to Caesar: 
“If on e of those thin gs is true, 
whereof these accuse me, n o man 
can give me up un to them. 
I ap­ 
peal un to Caesar.” 


Paul Befo re Ag rlppa. 
Now Festus has been put in the 
embarrassin g pred icamen t of hav­ 
in g forced a Roman citizen to ap­ 
peal to Caesar to secure justice, 
w Iiile in fact there is n o charge 
again st this citizen that is suffi­ 
cien t to justify 
sen d in g 
him to 
Caesar. 
Con sequen tly, 
when Kin g 
Agrippa an d his queen Bern ice were 
seekin g a holid ay’s amusemen t at 
Fesus’ court an d were curious td 
see an d hear Paul. Festus welcom­ 
ed Agrlppa’s ad vice as to the charge 
he must sen d Paul un d er to Rome. 
Paul seized the opportun ity to 
testify for his Lord in an effort to 
win Agrippa for Christ. 
He told 
him of his early life, of his perse­ 
cution of the cause of Christ an d 
then of the won d ers of his con ­ 
version by the risen Christ appear­ 
in g to him on the Damascus road 
n early thirty years before. 
So im­ 
passion ed was his appeal that Fes­ 
tus charged him with havin g lost 
his min d , while Agrippa hard en ed 
his heart an d scoffed at the very 
id ea of Paul’s makin g a serious at­ 
tempt to make a Christian out of 
him, as he said in sarcasm, “Al­ 
most thou persuad est me to be a 
Christian !”

had been going through a period of 
standardiimtion and that improve­ 
ment in existing lines might be an­ 
ticipated in the future rather than 
changes In eaulpment The numeri­ 
cal decrmuie in equipment, he said, 
had been ofhiet by increase in qual­ 
ity. 
Final 
determination 
of 
the 
strength of the combatant branches 
of the i^nny, a solution of the pro­ 
motion question, and completion of 
the hbusing program will give the 
United States, In the opinion of the 
Secretary, “a permanent military 
establishment unequalled in morale 
and in professional effectiveness of 
a high raito to its small numbers.*’ 
The aim of a 'stabilization of 
policy during the last four years.

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STEP BY STEP 
■■There are many lessons given to us to 
Idfcrn which for one reason or another we 
sidestep as long as possible. 
It may be, 
perhaps, that we are not conscious of their 
real significance, or else we would not be 
soj indifferent to them or so eager to pro­ 
crastinate mastering them. 
Even in un­ 
pleasant conditions common sense some­ 
times comes to our relief and bids us take 
steps that we would, perhaps ,avoid other­ 
wise. 
As a rule, however, many of the 
lessons we learn, whether we are aware 
of this fact or not, come to us in so many 
and so varied experiences that we do not 
feel called upon to learn them too thor­ 
oughly. 
Most of us are content with a 
bare smattering of them, just a glimmer, 
as it were, of what they mean but rarely, 
if ever, a knowledge of their full import. 
Indeed, our hardest 
lessons 
are often 
found in our saddest experiences and it is 
our own concern entirely whether we un­ 
derstand this fact and take advantage of 
it 
The most significant and important les­ 
sons of our lives do not come to us at first, 
naturally. 
The child in the kindergarten 
learns only simple little things, but as he 
progresses through primary, grammar and 
high school grades the tasks assigned to 
him become more 
difficult, 
and so on 
through his college and university courses. 
In like manner our duties are given to us 
by degrees from youth on, and it is neces- 
aary that we progress throughout all the 
early stages of life before we are in posi­ 
tion to undertake the later more impor­ 
tant duties. 
In like manner disappoint­ 
ment and failure do not mean the same 
thing in early life as they do in later 
years, but it is during the interim between 
these two important periods of life that 
W'e must accumulate our store of learning 
so that we may be able to develop our un­ 
derstanding, our courage, our faith in 
God's goodness, our tolerance and our 
capacity for endurance. 
If we are able to 
make good use of this period of develop­ 
ment; or, in other words, if we are intelli­ 
gent and conscientious enough to take full 
advantage of it we prepare ourselves for 
our future battles in a worthy manner and 
are, therefore, better able to stand up 
under them and fight them to a victorious 
finish than we might otherwise be. 
The most courageous man is the man 
who accepts 
his 
experiences, 
whether 
they be happy or unhappy, as new lessons 
to learn and to master. 
There will be no 
trouble about the happy ones, they are 
easily assimilated even though their real 
message is sometimes lost sight of. The 
other lessons, however—those of unhappi­ 
ness and sorrow and sacrifice— are not so 
easily understood and we rebel against 
them and thus block the way to our event­ 
ual understanding of them. 
It is quite 
true that it often happens that we are 
forced to grope 
our 
way 
through the 
darkness for long periods of time before 
we come out into the sunlight again. 
It 
is in such conditions that faith in God and 
in "the w orkings of His will which is so 
nefessary to the welfare of all human 
beings proves our surest comfort and 
greatest blessing. What we cannot under­ 
stand we must manage to endure for a 
while at least, until reason and our own 
abiding confidence in the Almighty heal 
the wounds that grief has made. 
Such 
an experience is one of the bitterest les­ 
sons w*e have to learn in this world. 
It 
must be mastered, 
however, 
and it is 
plastered over and 
over 
again, all in 
God's own good time. 
It would help us all even in the most 
ordinary circumstances of our everyday 
day lives if we could keep in mind the 
fact that in each of our experiences, sim­ 
ple and insignificant 
though 
many of 
them may be, lies the beginnings of some 
lesson th at is worth our while to learn 
with care. 
We do not know’ but that in

I just a little wh ile certain developments 
I in our lives might demand action on our 
part th ese apparen tly insignificant exper­ 
iences have prepared us to take in a wise 
an d able man n er. 
It is just as true, also, 
that while we are unconscious at the time 
of the full meaning of many of our exper­ 
iences we do know very well what cer­ 
tain other experiences mean to us at the 
time, or may mean to us later on. 
It is 
true they may tax our endurance and 
strain our patience to such a point that if 
it is at all possible to escape them we do 
sc without delay. 
But, as it happens, we 
are not always able to avoid them, even 
for a time, and in the light of this truth it 
is just as well that we should take full 
advantage of every experience that comes 
to us and try, at the same time, to dis­ 
cover in them those lessons best adapted 
to our individual cases. 
In this way we 
broaden our vision and make it easier to 
accept the duties and hardships that life 
brings to us all as we grow older. It is in 
the learning of our lesser lessons that we 
fit ourselves for mastering our greater
